day to the men who rule Germany’s 
industries to drop. all partisanship 
and join in a domestic truce that 
the nation may weather its economic 
crisis. 

Yhe aged head of the reich voiced 
his appeal at the first session of the | 
economic advisory council, formed two 
weeks ago for the purpose of laying 
down a “concerted economic program 
from the nation. Its 25 members in- 
clude the industrial and commercial 
powers of Germany. 

“I expect,” he said, “that you will 
be animated by an inflexible will to 
ward off from our people whatever 
can be warded off by Germany's own, 
strength.

will enable our people to bear with 
dignity, and with a feeling that all, 
belong together, whatever proves to be 
an inescapable fate.

bo policy.”

Those who heard the S4-year-old | 
president's appeal compared it with 
two other public declarations he has 
made since he became head of the 
reich—his famous war guilt speech 
on his 80th birthday in 1927 and his 
address in March, 1930, in explana- 
tion of his reasons for signing’ the 
Young plan, Only on these three oc- 
casions has he sharply broken his 
rule of reserve, 

Chancellor Bruening, who originat- 
ed the council and prevailed on Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg to head it, out- 
lined to the members the tasks that 
confront them. His speech was not 
made public. | 

The council is composed of repre- 
sentatives of Germany's commerce, in- 
dustry, trades, agriculture and labor. 
Among the men who agreed to serve 
on it are Ernst Von Borsig, manu- 
facturer; former Chancellor William 
Cuno, president of the Hamburg- 
American line: Hermann Schmitz, di- 
rector of the dye trust, and Paul Sil- 
verburg, industrialist.

The commission’s plan, made when 
it rejected the plea of the lines for a 
general 15 per cent increase in freight 
rates, contemplated surcharges of 
three to six dollars a carload on all 
traffic except farm products. 

From the pool created by these 
charges money would be given to weak 
but solvent lines for the redemption of 
their bonds and other purposes. The 
railroad officials, who 
opposed the pool idea,

in directory form when Williams Di-.

‘xcellently pesnied with the elab- 
orate type of the period, the directory 
listed only a few thousand names, al- 
though the population was estimated 
at more than 11,000. Evidently the 
compilor considered only those in 
trade and professions. A foreword to 
the book by G. B. Haygood, Esaq.. 
an attorney at law, furnishes a brief 
history of Atlanta from its birth up 
to that time.

Why are there not more educa- 
tional mevies which would be 
extremely ‘valuable for both 
adults and youngsters? 


Despite numerous obstacles steady 
progress has been made in producing 
this kind of motion picture, reover, 
the cost of production is high and the 
demand is so limited that producers 
are reluctant to incur the necessary 
expense involved in educational films. 
Those which depict the wonders of 
nature, the achievements of historical 
personalities or the fascinating proc- 
esses’ of machinery and the research 
laboratory, have a hard time when 
they are sandwiched in between & 
really clever comedy and the exciting 
adventures of a crook or a gunman. 
Childrgn are not normally disposed 
to transfer their attention from these 
productions: to those which demand 
their serious concentration. The aver- 
age youngster is firmly convinced that 
school hours are quite long enougn 
and that home work is a nuisance. 

Considerable preliminary prepara- 
tion is also required of teachers and 
parents if the children are to get goorl 
results from educational ‘‘movies.” It 
is exceedingly difficult to produce 
these because clever actors do not al- 
ways have the necessary knowledge for 
the parts they assume, and again, his- 
torical or educational experts*are quite 
often very indifferent artists. 

Yet the value of the educational 
“movie” is more and more appreemens 
by the best producers. We have but

anomalous state of affairs drains the 
sources of temporal prosperity already 
depleted by a severe business depres- 
sion, while the uncertainty of Ameri- 


ea’s attitude toward the court intensi- 
fies the difficulties and risks in the 
situation. 

Some nations make sinister implica- 
tidns about our abstention from the 
court. Others lament the loss of 
strength and prestige thus inflicted on 
it. Every president and secretary of 
state since the establishment of the 
court have supported our entrance into 
it. Should the senate do likewise, this 
ete will fortify the splendid stand 
taken on the pact of Paris which out- 
lawed war as an instrument of po- 
litical policy. She will show herself 
willing to submit justiciable contro- 
yersies to methods of peaceful settle- 
mer+, And she may regain thereby 
that moral leadership which is more 
vital for Americans than supremacy 
in wealth or commerce.

What has been the record of 
the World Court and what 
should be the connection of the 

United States with that court? 

Its official name is the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. Since 
1920, when it was established, it has 
made a series of impartial decisions 
determining complicated. issues be- 
tween nations who recognize its juris- 
diction. Judge Bustamante says that 
“all the races, all the continents, all 
the forms of civilization are before 
the court. Swiftly and finally the con- 
ception and practice of law and jus- 
tice in international. relations has con- 
quered the world.” 

The Pact of Paris necessitates the 
court because it pledges nearly 60 na- 
tions, including the United States, to 
resort to peaceful methods in the set- 
tlement of their controversial prob- 
lems. Clearly the solution of such 
problems in harmony with reason and 
good will is infinitely more likely to 
be effected by the court than by the 
lesser and at times condemnable pro- 
ceedings either of rival diplomacies or 
of war. 

It is significant that this august 
tribunal now numbers ex-Secretary of 
State Kellogg among its members. He 
represents the central mind of his 
countrymen, since the court in which 
he thus officiates was originally ap 
American project. 

As for our connection with it, in 
1926 the senate decided in favor of 
membership therein with five reser- 
vations. The three protocols necessi- 
tated by the reservations have been 
signed (or will be) by the rest of the 
constituent powers. ‘These instru- 
ments safeguard the rights and duties 
of our nation. President Hoover has 
formally accepted them and placed the 
whole matter before the senate for its 
ratification. 

I have already said in this column 
that I heartily support the entrance 
of our country into the court. I be- 
lieve this to be the predominant de- 
sire of my fellow citizens. They feel 
that the hour has struck for us as a 
people to assume our full share in the 
indispensable service the court is ren- 
dering to world justice and peace.

AMERICA MAY PUBLISH

f America has its way, the public 
will be given a chance to read the 
messages in which six great powers 
reminded Japan and China that they 
had pledged themselves to peace. 

Undersecretary Castle, of the sjate 
department, today said Germany, 
Italy, France, Great Britain and 
being asked why they had 
not made the communications public. 

Each of these nations and_ the 
United States addressed notes to the 
two oriental countries calling their 
attention to their commitments under 
the Kellogg-Briand treaty renouncing 
war.

OF U.S. ARMY IDENTITY 


Would Have “Infiltered” 
Troops Into French Units 
Under French Officers. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—(/)—The 
struggle for an integral American 
army during the World War is related 
in a two-volume work by Colonel 
Frederick Palmer, to be published to- 
morrow. 

While General John J. Pershing 
amd Secretary of War ‘Newton D. 
Baker were advocating that Ameri- 
can troops kept in separate units, 
the book says, Herbert Hoover sug- 
gested to Colonel FE. M. House in 
February, 1917, two months before 
congress declared war, a plan where- 
by American manpower would have 
been used only to fill gaps in the 
allied. armies. 

The United States would have con- 
centrated on keeping the _ allies in 
France supplied with food and mu- 
nitions under Mr. Hoover's proposal, 
Palmer says. 

The book is based principally on 
the confidential papers and files of 
Secretary Baker, supplemented by 
two sets of the confidential telegrams 
which passed between the war de- 
partment and the A. E. F. headquar- 
ters in France. 

One passage indicates General Per- 
shing. forgot he helped draft one of 
two sets of orders he received on the 
eve of his sailing for France. 

In his memoirs, Pershing said he 
did not understand how the two sets 
came about. Palmer’s book relates that 
Pershing and Major General James G. 
Harbord collaborated on a_ée draft 
which was “obligingly” signed by Gen- 
eral Tasker H. Bliss, chief of staff. 

The other set, signed by President 
Wilson, was handed to Pershing by 
Secretary of War Newton D. Baker. 

The main difference between the 
two orders»; Palmer says, was “that 
the Pershing version made no refer- 
ence to the importance of keeping our 
army intact, which was to be the sub- 
ject of so many tribulations for our 
commander-in-chief in France.” 

Secretary Baker also pronounced 
the final “no,” the book says, on 
Theodore Roosevelt's plan to raise a 
special volunteer division to serve un- 
der him in France. The author quotes 
Joseph Tumulty, secretary to Presi- 
dent Wilson, as saying the latter was 
about ready to accede to Roosevelt's 
request on sentimental grounds when 
Baker asserted it would have a bad 
effect on recruiting for the regular 
army and the national guard.

sixth federal reserve district. 
Following an increase of 9.4 per 
cent in August over July, retail trade 
in those states registered a further 
gain of 4.6 per cent in September, 
the survey revealed. Stocks increased 
further, and business failures, while 
more numerous during September. 
were compensating in the fact that 
liabilities of defaulting firms declined 
36 per cent as compared with Au- 


gust, 

In the wholesale trade division of 
the report 27 Atlanta grocery firms 
reported a gain of 13.2 per cent in 
sales during September over August; 
29 hardware firms registered an _ in- 
crease of 6.8 per cent that month over 
the preceding 30-day period, and 14 
furniture concerns rang up sales that 
made for an increase of 14.8 per cent 
over the previous month. 

Retail trade in Atlanta suffered a 
slight decline in September as com- 
pared with August, the loss being re- 
corded at .8 per cent in the report. 
Birmingham, with a gain of 3 per 
cent; Chattanooga with 6 per cent 
increase, and New Orleans with 5.5 
per cent more sales, were cities re- 
porting better retail trade conditions. 
Atlanta retail stores at the end of 
September reported 22 per cent great- 
er stock on hand than at the end of 
July this year. 

For the entire district, however, de- 
partment store trade showed an in- 
crease of 4.6 per cent for September 
over August, while stocks of mer- 
chandise for the whole area covered 
by the survey were recorded at 10.2 
per cent over those of August. 

The ratio of collections during the 
month covered by the report to ac- 
counts receivable and due at the be- 
ginning of September, for 33. report- 
ing firms, was 25.8 per cent, the low- 
est ratio in the series, which goes back 
five years. 

While the volume of building and

4. Inventories are the lowest in 
years, indicating that when general 
buying is increased, plants will be 
compelled to enlarge forces to speed 
production.

It “seems likely that an effort is 


least part time, for. up to October our 
figures had shown a more than nor- 
mal increase in unemployment which 
had not been offset by an increase in 
part-time work.”

improved, Eugene G. Grace, president 
of Bethlehem Steel Corporation, an- 
nounced today that the company will 
pay from its surplus the regular quar- 
terly dividend of 50 cents a share on 
common stock. 

This action, with the declaration of 
the regular quarterly dividend of 
$1.75 a share on preferred stock, was 
taken, (Girace explained, despite the 
fact that the company had sustained 
a deficit of more than 4,000,000 in 
the third quarter after dividend pay- 
ments.
